TRUGANINA RESERVE = - 


In its representations to the State 
Government, the Altona Council stated: 

“Building blocks shall be sold at 
market price, subject to the controls 
contained in this submission. 

“Brofit from the project shall then 
be used to finance municipal amenities, 
when and where needed.” 

That submission was made on May 
18, 1966, but the present differently 
“constituted Council, has in various ways, 
given some evidence of its agreement. 

Thus market value will prevail in 
any case, whether the development is 
under full Council control or associated © 
with private agencies. 

Indeed it is not so clear that market 
value (except for exceptional sites) will 
be greatly’ in excess of cost plus 10% 
stated in a letter to the “Star”. 

There is no doubt that the cost of 
purchase, filling ‘and reclaiming the 
land and providing necessary services 
will be substantial. 

As to whether the Council should 
handle the scheme or make some dele- 
gation to private enterprise, there can 
be differences of opinion. 

Jn major. urban projects such as 
this, the combination of finance institu- 
tions, professional land developers, state 
departments and the municipal council 
has ‘been successful enough to at least 
warrant local consideration. ,

Dear Sir: 

1 can only hope that if Al- 
tona Council is considering 
handing over the Truganina 
Explosives Reserve to A. V. 
Jennings they do not do so. 


Tt does seem to me that, 
since no inkling has been 
given of the opinion of coun- 
cillors, that they could be 
turning down the company’s 
proposition, just as they have 
turned down previous ones, in- 
eluding, I think, by Jennings. 

‘All home-seekers would cer- 
tainly hope so. The proposal 
of previous councils to sell 
blocks in this seaside estate 
cheaper than they can get on 
the market would be a god- 
send to many. 


Any young couple who want 
to build a home are faced 
first with the crippling prob- 
lem of buying a block of land. 
As the Federal Member for 
Lalor, Dr. J. F. Cairns, poin- 
ted out recently, the price 
being asked is an artificial 
one. 


Those with the cash can 
buy up land and demand 4 
ridiculous price. They sit on 
it as the place develops and 
often can eventually grab 
that ridiculous price, For the 
speculator it is big money 
won by sitting back. For the 
poor wage-earner it is a back- 
breaking task. He must add 
up dollar after dollar over 
years, to just get the price 
of a block. Many a worker, 
is just priced out of it. How 
unfair! 


But Truganina offers a way 
out, The State Government 
was considerate enough to 
hand over about 1500 poten- 
tia! home sites to Altona 
Council because a Labor coun- 
cil of the day was interested 
jn the plight of these people. 

One opinion is that Altona 
Council is not. sufficiently well 
equipped to handle the sale 
of land in'\the big | estate. 
Well, it is a big task for a 
council, In Altona’s case they 
have shown in recent weeks 
that they can budget a year’s 
workings, about $1% or ‘$2 
million, and finish up within 


.08 per cent of their estimate. | 


it was also shown that the 
council, one of very few int 
the business of making pri-; 
vate streets, can finish up 
two different contracts by giv- 
ing back ratepayers $2.50 a 
foot. 

Surely such a council could 
manage the sale of blocks in 
a field already loaded in the 
seller's favour.

Rotary Student Dines with 
President of Philippines 


Dinner with the President of Philippines, Ferdinan 
“Marcos, has heen another unforgettable experience for, 
Altona’s Rotary Exchange Student, Trevor Findlay. 


The President was on an election 
tour when he visited the home of the 
Mayor of Kidapawan where Trevor 


in November the people voted 
Marcos, he would become the 
first re-elected President in 
the Republic's history. (Presi- 
dent Marcos was re elected.) 

“Following by about a 
Month his chief rival Sergie 
Osmena Jnr., of the Liberal 
Party, he was now visiting 
Kidapawan, long a Nationa- 
lista stronghold, 

“Oh, the President’s com- 
ing to dinner on Thursday,” 
the Mayor, my foster mother 
at the ‘time had told me 
matter-of-factly. And sure 
enough here he was being es- 
corted into our house by the 
usual complement of guards, 
party heads and pressmen, 
after a Jgctice campaign 
rally in the main street. 

“Dressed in tradition ia} 
barong Tegalog, a formal 
Filippino shirt, with the Presi- 
dential Seal sewed on the 
pocket, he immediately pro- 
ceeded to dinner as his heavy 
schedule evidently demanded. 

“T sat nearby not quite 
knowing how ‘to act in. the 
presence of such an import- 
ant person, until the Mayor 
called me over and intro- 
duced me. 

“Shaking my hand vigor- 
ously and smiling breadly, 
the President put a slightly 
nervous and selfconscious me 
at ease. He_ greeted me 
warmly “asking my age. On 
telling him that 1 hail frem 
Melbourne he said, ‘Oh yes, 
we were there in 1968 for the 
funeral of Prime Minister 
Holt. As I took my seat at 
the table he exclaimed, ‘I 
like Australians.” 

“From then on the conver- 
sation ranged from the state 
of, the rubber industry in 
Malaysia to the specific 
needs of the growing Kida- 
pawan municipality, 

“In a deep baritone voice, 
rare in a Filippino, he answ- 
ered numerous questions, 
greeted newcomers to the 
table and charmed the young 
Filippino fanning him by en- 
quiring as to her hometown 
and native dialect. 

“After the meal, which in- 
cluded the usual boiled rice 
and glass of iced water, he 
hurriedly inducted some new 
members into the Party and 
then went into conference 
with the Mayor’s husband, a 
prominent Nationalista. 

“Still chatting animatedly 
with local officials, continu- 
ously shaking hands, Mr. 
Marcos then Jeft the house, 
threaded his way through the 
many admiring schoolgirls 
from Notre Dame High School 
and sped off in a limousine 
for the town of Mlang. His
